PARLIAMENT REASSEMBLED. 

Lonpon, October 24.—Parliament reassem- 


Commons the advanced Irish members held 
a meeting. They were chiefly occupied in 
arranging petitions referring to the itmpris- 
onment of E. Dwyer Grey. Lord Mayor 
Dawson, of Dublin, has a hundred petitions 
to present in the House. In the Commons 
Lord Randolph Churchill, Conservative, con- 
tended the present sitting was irregular. Af- 
ter the appropriation bill had received the 
royal assent he moved an adjournment of the 
House in order to protest against an autumn 
session. 

Churchill made a long historical review. 
He pointed out amidst loud cheers 
from the Tories that the Commons 
had ever been jealous against mon- 
archical or ministerial tvranny. Gladstone 
said he was glad to see Lord Churchill and 
the House again. He contended that the 
precedents quoted by Churchill were inap- 
plicable. The House, he said, had full power 
te take its present course. Churchill 
had small knowledge of Parliament if he 
thought the Government would be upset by 
a vote of want of confidence on the appro- 
priation bill. In the House of Lords, Gran- 
ville gave notice he would, on Thursday next, 
move a vote of thanks to the commanders, 
officers and men of the British army in 
Egypt. He would then propose that the 
House adjourn until November 10. 

IRISH PARLIAMENTARY PARTY. 

LONDON, October 24.—The Irish Parlia- 


} mentary Party, after a conference, have de- 


cided to insist that inquiry be made upon the 
question of Gray’s imprisonment, with a 
view of restricting the Judge’s action in the 
matter.

Celebration of the Anniversary-of 
Penn’s Arrival at Philadelphia. 


The City Crowded With People--Details ofthe 


Ceremonies. ' 


PHILADELPHIA, October °4.—No more fit- + 


ting weather could have been vouchsafed for 
“Landing Day” than that which prevailed 
this morning. Atno time during even the 
Centennial period was any event so thom 
oughly and heartily celebrated by the. pubile 
which filled the streets, the river front, the 
windows and the roofs of houses fronting om 
or overlooking the Delaware, and all sorts of 
gaily decorated crafts on the river. Shortly 
afier 8 o'clock tugboats, steam barges 
and other: vessels to the number 
of about 150, formed in line in the vicinity of 
League Island, some five miles south of the 
city proper, and followed in the wake of the 
““Welcome,,” a Danish bark fitted up to rep- 
resent the original vessel on which Penn 
came over. The “Founder” was impersonat 
ed by Frank L. Vanhorne. Aftera few 
ple ceremonies aboard the ‘‘Weleome”’ 
latter was taken in tow by a tug and brought 
up to the city. As she passed the North Atlane 
tic squadron, anchored below the point, 
CHOSEN FOR PENN’S LANDING 
she was saluted by the Tennessee’s guns 
and returned the salute. The wharf where 
the landing took place was Dock street, 
which is said to be just above the point where 
the original landing was effected. At 10:30 
Penn stepped over the side of the “Wel- 
come,’ and as he did so the scene was lively 
beyond description. _ Boat bells were rung, 
steam whistles.on the river aud land were 
blown, guns were fired, and the —multi- 
tude cheered. On landing at the wharf there 
were asseinbled some fifty or eighty persons, 
dressed to represent the Swedes, Dutch, 
Indians who congregated to re« ive William 
Penn. From these the mock founder re-- 
ceived ahearty welcome. Edward C. Knight. 
President of the Bi-Centennial Association, 
Thos.

Proceedings of the Second Day's 
Session of the Christian 
Convention.

Dr, E. P. Goodwin, of Chicago, Arraigns the 
Selfishness of Modern Christians. 


The revival meeting at the hall of the Y. 
M. C. A., on Eleventh and Locust streets, 
this morning, did not attract quite so large 
an audience as yesterday’s services brought 
together. The exercises were inaugurated 
by the singing of the seventy-second hymn— 
“Take the Name of Jesus’ with 
You,” after which Dr. , W._ W. 
Boyd delivered an impressive prayer. 
At the conclusion of the prayer the congre- 
gation sang the hymn, “Beloved now are We 
the Sons of God,”’ Mr. McGranahan leading 
the singing. Major Whittle announced that 
Rev. E. P. Goodwin, who had arrived in the 
city this merning and who was set down as 
the first speaker of the morning, had re- 
quested to be excused for a few moments in 
order to collect his thoughts. In the mean- 
time 
, MAJOR WHITTLE 
gave Bible reading, taking for his 
theme: “We Behold His Glory.” The ad- 
dress was deilvered in the Evangelist’s well 
known hearty manuer. “Let us come to- 
gether as the sons of God,” said Major Whit- 
tie; “as sons of God we owe Him implicit, 
prompt, unhesitating, unquestioning obedi- 
ence. WhenlIwas in the army it was my 
duty to wrile down at the commanding gen- 
eral’s directions hia orders to his subordinate 
officers. It was also my duty to carry 
those orders to the persons to whoin they were 
avdressed, Sometimes the officer would say 
that he did not understand the order and 
wouldask me what it meant. My answer 
was that I did’ntknow. It was not my place 
to know nor was it his place to question, but 
to obey.. Later in my life I was employed in 
a large watch factory. You must know that 
in a watch factory there are thirteen 
departments: one department turns 
out the wheels, another the peeing’, 
another the pivots, and so on. The Superin- 
tendent’s office is distinct from the works. 
He plans the operations of the whole factory. 
Well, it happened once that the Superin- 
tendent sent to all the departments instruc- 
tions to manufacture athousand of each of 
the different parts of a watch. The specifi- 
cations which he forwarded to the fore- 
man of each department were different froin 
any which he had ever seen _ before. 
There was one foreman who was a 
conceited fellow. He thought he was a good 
mechanic, and when he received the superin- 
tendent’s instructions he made up his mind

| that there must be some mistake, and so he 


manufactured his article differently. The re- 
sult was that, when the different parts of the 
watches came to be put together, i€ was found 
that they would not work. The trouble was 
traced back to the conceited me- 
chanic, and he was discharged.

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THE HOME OF THE ZUNIS. 


A Visit to Their Chief Pueblo—Habits of 
the Indians. 


Correspondence of the New York Tribune. ] 


Zuni is the largest pueblo I have yet seen. 
It numbers about 1,500 people, and is so com- 
pactly built that the entire _ vil 
cover more than six acres of ground. I had 
often heard that the atmosphere in and about 
Zuni was rendered very disagreeable by rea- 
son of the pungent odors constantly arising, 
and which are due to the want of care in the 
people’s habits. There were evidences of 
some preparation to receive the party, but 
the odors were there in ample suffictency. 
In addition to the want of cleanliness and 
decency in the daily life of men, women and 
children, sheep and goat corrals are built ad- 
joining the village within thirty feet of some 
of the dwellings. The pueblo is one mass 
of adabe buildings. They are all connected, 
and though inmost parts they are only one 
or two stories high, there are some three, 
and the highest point near the center of the 
village is five stories. I ascended to the roof of 
this building by means of ladders on the out- 
side, going from-one roof to another. The 
roofs may be reached by means of ladders 
from the ground from the exterior or by en- 
tering a door and ascending by the same 
means on the inside, each roof having a place 
of exit. Isaw only one flight of steps. It 
was very short, consisting of about haifa 
dozen made of mud, and was on the outside 
of a hoyse, The living rooms 
are generally of pretty fair size, some of 
them being as much as 20 to 40 feet. 
Fioors are of adobe or flat stone, while the 
ceilings over the first floor are supported by 
heavy pine beams and are about eight feet 
high. Aclose layer of sticks of sufficient 
strength is laid across the beams as support 
for the tloor above. In the first room I en- 
tered a woman was painting pottery previous 
to putting it into the kiln for burning. Their 
wttery designs are chiefly imitations, and 

hey have no pieces containing any mark de- 
noting antiquity that I could learn of. I 
watched them preparing a small kiln of pot- 
tery for burning. Their fuel for this con- 
sisted entirely of dried cakes of sheep 
manure. They rest apiece of pottery on 
three lumps of the manure, fill it with small 
bits of the fuel, then take another piece of 
wittery and = so on, until they get 
t all = arranged, building in a 
circle and after completely 
ering the entire pile with a layer of manure 
they ignite it.

Fearing that the 
buvptian conflict would develop into a seri- 
ous European war, and that the harvest in 
kygypt would be lost, the corn importers of 
Western Europe made large purchases of 
Kussian corn during the summer, thus caus- 
ing prices to rise to an abnormal extent. Ig- 
norant of the real reason of the demand, the 
buyers in Russia went on making extensive

A Stolen Watch Curiously Recov- 
ered by the Owner.

How the Timepiece Was Stolen and How It 
Was Identified. 


Yosterday’s Post-DispatcH contained a 
paragraph to the effect that Detective Wil- 
liam Desmond had found an open face lady’s 
watch and a gold chain on a colored thief he 
had. captured and that it was in Captain 
Watkins’ office awaiting an owner. This 
morning Mr. James Spore. an old resident of 
the city living at No. 1524 Park avenue, calied 
at the Four Courts and identified the watch 
as belonging to his wife. Im making the 
identification Spore related the story of the 
loss, which has very curious features connect- 
ed with it. Between seven and eight years 
ago he was living with his family at 
No. 2511 Second Carondelet avenue. 
One night his house was broken 
into by three men and literally ransacked of 
everything of value it contained, 
even including two . or three carpets 
on the floors, which the robbers tore up and 
carried away with them. The furniture and 
valuables were packed into a wagon which 
waited at the door and weré driven away. 
The family quietly slept throughout the 
whole proceedings with the exception of one 
of Mr. Spore’s daughters, who had been 
awakened, but who was afraid to raise an 
outery lest she be harmed by the robbers. 
The robbery was so bold and daring in Its 
character that the Police Department thought 
of course that it was the work of old and ex- 
perienced burglars, and as soon as notified of 
it went to work to ferret it out on that basis. 
They were, however, at a loss as to the 
whereabouts of the men, there being nota 
single working clue for them to go on. A 
few days after the robbery of Spore’s house 
and those of several of his neighbors in the 
immediate vicinity who had likewise been 
made the victims of the same gang, a farmer 
living in the southern part of the city 
complained to the police that he had a set of 
harness stolen from his stable. A _ detective 
was set to work on the case, and ina few 
days was successful in tracing up the theft. 
In looking over the premises he walked 
down a lane leading from the stable, and as 
he did so he found a piece of the stolen har- 
ness lying in the road, quite a distance from 
the stable. Following the direction he had 
taken, the detective came to the premises of 
three city gardeners or hucksters.

Batch From the Court of Ap. 
Ween” Puncturing the Supreme Court, 


The Court of Appeals met this morning

cisions that ever issued from that bench. The 
following were the only cases disposed of:

Feagans, claimant; judgment affirmed

City vs. Piersmeyer; judgment reversed

In the Emory case the defendant was_con- 
victed of roars in the first degree. . When 
the case was called the defendant’s counsel 
stated that he was not ar and asked for a 
continuance on account of the absence of a 
witness. Thecourt overruled the applica. 
tion and the trial was delayed until a 
subpceena was returned andthe 
witness arrived. The court then ordcred the 
trial to proceed, without giving the defendant 
an opportunity for his counsel to consuls 
with the witness, who was put upon the 
stand and examined by the State in rebuttal, 
He was not called by the defendant. The 
Court of Appeals sees nothing wrong in 
the refusal of the court to al- 
low time for consultation. There is no 
rule which obliges the court to delay or sus- 
pend atrial. Itis a matter resting in the 
sound discretion of the court. The Court of 
Appeals sees no ground for new trial 
in the second objection, a common 
complaint in criminal cases, al- 
leg misconduct of the Circuit At. 
torney. It was complained that fn his address 
to the jury hestated that the defendant had 
failed to place a certain witness on the stand 
because the defendant knew that he was 

ilty of the charge and he was afraid that 
1e would be condemned if he did. An objec. 
tion to these remarks was sustained by the 
trial court. The Court of Appeals finds no 
error in the court’s instructions to the jury, 
The only defense in the case was an 
alibi. Judge Thompson says: “We havea 
rule in this State, which so far as my readin 
has gone, exists in no other jurisdiction ; tha 
in the trial of a criminal case it is the duty of 
the court to give correct instructions cover- 
ing the whole law arising on the facts, 
whether such instructions are asked 
or not. The universal rule in other 
jurisdictions is that mere non-direction is no 
ground of exception unless the court was 
asked to give an appropriate instruction at 
the time and refused to do so. It does not 
belong to us to question the wisdom and 
propesesy of a rule laid down by our 
Supreme Court, although no other court, 
so far as we know, has been able to see the 
wisdom and propriety of sucharule. The 
rule must be fairly administered, although it 
may multiply the chances of new trials, but 
itis not to be extended to such extravagant 
limits that the defendant — in a 
criminal case should be entitled 
to a new trial merely because 
the court, without being asked todo so, failed 
to amplify its instructions in some particular 
when the amplification would be substantial 
repetition. To allow counsel to sit by and 
listen to the charge of the court without ob- 
jection and then urge the failure of the court 
to give some specific instruction in some par- 
ticular as a ground for new trial 
would be inconsistent with the candor and 
good faith which should characterize the 
conduct of counsel in all judicial proceedings. 
We make these observations as we have 
made them in other cases, and as other courts 
have made them repeatedly, without any in- 
tention to impugn the good faith of the 
learned counsel in the case.” 

PRIVATE SCALE WEIGHING. 

The Court of Appeals has reversed and 
dismissed the city’s case against Charles 
Priesmeyer. He was convicted in the Court 
of Criminal Correction for violation of sec- 
tion 11, article 1, chapter 38, Revised Qrdin- 
ances. This .provides a fine upon 
conviction of any person who 
brings or sends into the city for sale any hay 
or coalin any wagon, offering the same for 
sale or selling the same without first havin 
had the coal or hay and the wagon wei hed - 
at some scale within the city limits, and hav- 
in oa ge and paid for a certificate con- 
taining the gross, tareand net weights, the 

weigher’s name 
ete. ‘he’ citv authorities established 
scales in different parts of the city and weigh- 
ers were appointed by the Mayor, The ordi- 
nance above recognizes the existence of pub- 
lic scales belonging to private persons and 
“private scales." Messrs. Leonard & Schu- 
richt were authorized to~-construect platform 
scales in the alley in block 75 for “their own 
use” only in front of the Saxony 
Mills. The defendant in this case 
had a contract to deliver coal from month. to 
month at stated prices, the coal to be weigh- 
ed upon these private seales. The Court of 
Appeals holds that in such a case the 
terms of section eleven of the city ordinance 
do not apply. The ordinance was obviously 
intended to protect purchasers and con- 
sumers of hay and coal from 
the imposition of false weights, 
by requiring the same to be weighed upon 
scales publicly tested by a sworn officer. To 
this extent the Court of Appeals thinks the 
ordinance may be upheld as a reasonable po- 
lice reguiation, But it does not extend so far 
as to require the weighing upon public scales 
of coals delivered to a business establish- 
ment whose proprietors have been authorized 
to maintain scales of their own. and 
who choose to have it weighed on their own 
scales. It would be an unreasonable and 
vexatious restriction upon trade never in- 
tended by the Municipal Assembly. ‘There 
was no foundation whatever for this action,” 
says the Court of Appeals, “and we feel the 
more assured that our construction of the or- 
dinance is correct from the fact that we get 
no suggestion from the City Counselor in his 
brief weighing against it.”’ .

The school house at 
whieh I was to speak was the inevitable mile- 
and-a-half further on, and I am convinced 
that distances in that state have been meas- 
ured by rubber strings, for, as usual, it was a 
tiresome drive and we could not wait for sup- 
per. The building Was propped up 
on underpinning to permit some 
alterations in the foundation, and we had to 
actually crawlin. There was a dingy lamp 
which we lighted. Nobody else was there. 
After a while the neighbors began to arrive 
and there were about thirty in all present 
during the evening, including our host and 
his sons. Somebody had brought a lantern, 
which was hung up on a nail to help light 
the building. was equal to 
lecturing in the dark. I couldn’t tell whether 
my hearers were negroes or white people, 
and even those nearest me looked like spec- 
tres in the prevailing gloom. It is an odd 
sensation to be talking to people who hear 
you and yet whose faces you can not distin- 
guish. However, I did the best possible 
under such peculiar circumstances, and was 
rewarded finally by a rousing vote 
in favor of the cause. Returning to the house 
we found a good supper awaiting us and the 
hostess very gracious. 
IN LEAVING THE NEXT MORNING 

I told her that as all women had not such 
kind husbands as her’s wasshe should assist 
in their enfranchisement, though she herself 
cared nothing for it, and I think from her 
manner sheisa promising convert.

In the case of 
mutilated coin the Govermment makes a cer- 
tain allowance for wear, and for this purpose 
acarefully adjusted scale is used. If the 
piece proves a light weight it is known 
at onee that the money is, worn more 
seriousiy thanit should’ ordinarily be dur- 
ing the time ofits circulation. Such gold 
wil) not be received in exchange for these 
gold certificates.”

In the House of Lords, Gran- 
ville gave notice he would, on Thursday next, 
move a vote of thanks to the commanders, 
officers and men of the British army in 
Egypt. He would then propose that the 
House adjourn until November 10. 
IRISH PARLIAMENTARY PARTY.

Proceedings of the Second Day's 
Session of the Christian 
Convention.

Dr. E, P. Goodwin, of Chicago, Arraigns the 
Selfishness of Modern Christians. 


—— 


The revival meeting at the hall of the Y. 
M. C. A., on Eleventh and Locust streets, 
this morning, did not attract quite 80 large 
an audience as yesterday’s services brought 
together. The exercises were inaugurated 
by the singihg of the seventy-second hymn— 
‘Take the Name of Jesus’ with 
You.” afte” which Dr. W. W. 
Boyd delivered an impressive prayer. 
At the conclusion of the prayer the congre- 
gation sang the hymn, “Beloved now are We 
the Sons of God,” Mr. MeGranahan leading 
the singing. Major Whittle announced that 
Rev. E. P. Goodwin, who had arrived in the 
city this morning and who was set down as 
the first speaker of the morning, had re- 
quested to be excused for a few moments in 
order to collect his thoughts. In the mean- 
time 

MAJOR WHITTLE 

gave a Bible reading, taking for his 
theme: “We Behold His Glery.” |The ad- 
dress was Gellvered in the Evangelist’s weil 
known hearty manner. ‘Let us come to- 
vether as the sons of God,” said Major Whit- 
tle: “as sons of God we owe Him implicit, 
prompt, unhesitating, unquestioning obedl- 
ence. Whenlwas in the army it was my 
duty to write down at the comtnanding gen- 
eral’s directions his orders to his subordinate 
officers. It was also my duty to carry 
those orders to the persons to whom they were 
addressed. Sometimes the officer would say 
that he did not understand the order and 
wouldask me what it meant. My answer 
was that I did’ntknow. It was not my place 
to know nor was it his place to question, but 
to obey. Laterin my tife I was employed in 
a large watch factory. You must know that 
in a watch factory there are thirteen 
departments: one department turns 
out the wheels, another the springs, 
another the pivots, and soon. The Superin- 
tendent’s office is distinct from the works, 
He plans the operations of the whole factory. 
Well, it happened once that the Superin- 
tendent sent to all the departments instruc- 
tions to manufacture a thousand of each of 
the different parts of a watch. The specifi-, 
cations which he forwarded to the fore- 
man of each department were different froin 
any which he had ever seen _ before. 
There was one foreman who was a 
conceited fellow. He thought he was a good 
mechanic, and when he received the superin- 
tendent’s instructions he made up his mind 
that there must be some mistake, and ‘so he 
manufactured his article differently. The re- 
sult was that, when the different varts of the 
watches came to be put together, it was found 
that they would not work. The trouble was 
traced back to the conceited me- 
chanic, and he was discharged. God plans, 
and we must obey; if we do not obey aft once 
and cheerfully, beware lest He discharge us 
from his service.” During the course of his 
address Major Whittle related several of his 
experiences asa revivalist. He told the story 
of acertain Mr. Ranlett, of San Francisco. 
This wan-was not a Christian, but his daugh- 
ter was. ‘‘He wus dying ef a cancer, and his 
daughter wrote me a most pathetic letter, im- 
ploring me to go and see the old man, 
and try to bring him around to a knowledge 
of God. J] did notfeel very anxious to ga, be- 
cause I knew that Mr. Raniett was sur- 
rounded by infidels and atheists, in short by 
the most Satanic influences, but Il went. 
asked him if Lmight call to see him every 
day. He said Linight, and so I spent an hour 
with him daiiy, reading from the scriptures. 
Gradually I noticed the awaken- 
ing of his soul, at 
length knelt down me 
and prayed God to forgive him. While we 
were together his daughter came into the 
room and the old man joyfully announced 
to her his conversion. That man came to 
every meeting that was held in San Francisco, 
although one whole side of his face was al- 
most eaten away by the dseadful cancer.” 

Maj. Whiitie concluded his reading by 
requesting Dr. Rhodes to offer up a 
prayer. The congregation then united in 
singing the 258th hymn, “Oh. the bitter pain 
and sorrow.”” Dr. Goodwin then ascended 
the patform. He prefaced his address by 
requesting these at the back of the hall to

Dr. Goodwin is one of the best known and 
most cloquent preachers in the country. He 
istalland slender with an earmnest-looking 
eountenance, Hisdelivery is highly oratori- 
eal, and his discourse was like a piece 
of mosaic, so well connected was it.

being but another word = for self. Again, 
Mathew xvi:24 savs: “If any man will 
come after me let him take up his cross and 
follow me.” ‘To many itis very hard to ac- 
cept another man’s as theirlaw. = the Lord, 
with all his will and love, has no willof his 
own, but simply does as his Father bade. 
No matter what one finds in the Bible about 
Christian duty, property, business, home 
life, he must fellow and, do the wiil of God. 
(‘jiristians are alluded to as purchased and 
redeemed, and as being bought with a price 
for the honor and glory to God. Clirist has 
supreme ownership of the church, and the 
chureh must seek to be an executive of 
Christ’s power and goodness. Self-icnial 
must take in all things. Another very em- 
phatic reason why we should practice 
self-denial is the fact that every one is 
a child of the kingdom. There are 
two kingdoins battling against each other. 
The scriptures speak always of the devil of a 
personal nature, and with principalities and 
kingdoms and powers second only to the Son 
ot God. Then there is the Kingdom of Gud. 
The world, with ail its business and pleas- 
ures and association, is of the evil kingdom, 
says the seriptures. The go* ernments of the 
world are compared to beast i—a lion, a leup- 
ard, a bear and a fourth beast combining the 
fierceness of all of them. Even so-called 
Christian governments are carried on in 
‘A sjirit of selfishness. The Ekng- 
lish Government is carried on in a 
vprincipal of aggrandizement. The British 
Government justifies the introduction of the 
opium traffic on the ground that the aboli- 
tion would entail a_loss of £37,000,000 upon 
the government. The principles of modern 
parties are based upon selfishness. To the 
victors belong the spoils. Business is selfish- 
ness and it is said that it is almost. impossible 
to carry on business and be an out and 
out Christian. He alluded to the for- 
tunes made and lost on "Change, to the man- 
ipujations ef railroad stock, to Jay Gould 
and his exibition of 854,000,000 of bonds. If 
honesty were suddenly to become the fashion 
in this city, many men would be stripped of 
their ill-gotten gains as were the merchants 
and dealers of Babylon. The typical Chris- 
tian is aman whois as dead to the world as 
was the body of Christ after the crucifixion. 
He mustlead, however, a resurrected life. 
The love of the world ts enmity with God. Tle 
did not believe any Christian man had a 
right to go on heaping up fortunes of $150,000 
or $200,000 per year when the wants 
of the heathen are so well known.

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THE HOME OF THE ZUNIS. 


a 
A Visit to Their Chief Pucblo—Habits of 
the Indians. | 
Correspondence of the New York Tribune. 
Zuni is the largest pueblo I have yet seen. 
It numbers about 1, ople, and is so com- 
pactly built that the entire village does not 
cover more than six acres of ground. I had 
often heard that the atmosphere in and about 
Zuni was rendered very disagreeable by rea- 
son of the pungent odors constantly arising, 
and which are due to the want of care in the 
people’s habits. There were evidences of 
some preparation to receive the party, but 
the odors were there in ample sufficiency. 
In addition to the want of cleanliness and 
decency in the daily life of men, women and 
children, sheep and goat corrals are built ad- 
joining the village within thirty feet of some 
of the dwellings. The pueblo is one mass 
of adobe buildings. They are all connected, 
and though In most parts they are cay one 
or two stories high, there are some three, 
and the highest point near the center of the 
village is five stories. I ascended to the roof of 
this building by means of ladders on the out- 
side, going from one roof to another. The 
roofs may be reached by’ means of ladders 
from the ground from the exterior or by en- 
tering a door and ascending by the same 
means on the inside, each roof having a place 
of exit. Isaw only one flight of steps. It 
was very short, consisting of about halfa 
dozen made of mud, and was on the outside 
of a house, The living rooms 
are generally of pretty fair size, some of 
them being as much as 26 to 40 feet. 
Floors are of adobe or flat stone, while the 
ceilings over the first floor are supported by 
heavy pine beams and are about eight feet 
high. Aclose layer of sticks of sufficient 
strength is laid across the beams as my po 
for the floor above. In the first room I en- 
tered aW man was painting pottery previous 
to putting it into the kiln for burning. Their 
pottery designs are chiefly imitations, and 
they have no pieces containing any mark de- 
noting antiquity that I could learn of. I 
watched them preparing a small kiln of pot- 
tery for burning. Their fuel for this con- 
sisted entirely of dried cakes of sheep 
manure. They rest apiece of pottery on 
three lumps of the manure, fill it with small 
bits of the fuel, then take another piece of 
wttery and = so on, until they get 
t all = arranged, building in a 
circle and after completely cov- 
ering the entire pile with a layer of manure 
they ignite it. It takes from one to two hours 
to burn it thoroughly. 
BquaW Was engaged in combing the hair of an 
older woman. [ am told they spend much 
time in this occupation, being very proud of 
their hair, which is long, black and glossy. 
In this operation the girl used a small stick 
about the size of a match to part the hair,and 
spitting on it oceasionally she brushed it 
with a rude brush made of yuecd, or Spanish 
bayonet. In nearly every house is a trough, 
In one end of the living room, and in it are 
arranged from three to five stones for yvrind- 
ing meal. In one place I saw a woman 
“grinding at the mill” in Oriental fashion. 
The gardens are beyond the corrals and in 
one common inclosure, with each family’s 
patch of afew rods partitioned off by a low 
mud wall. There ts one wellfor the com- 
munity, it being about fifteen feetin diame- 
ter, walled up and covered atthe top, and is 
approached by a deep cut or excavation to 
the water's edge. From this they get all 
their water for household purposes, 
and much of that = they use for 
irrigating their gardens, carrying it in ollas 
or pots. An old church, builf by the Span- 
lards some 300 years ago, still stands, though 
itis now in the tottering stages of decay. It 
ls of adole, is about 125 feet long by 40 wide, 
hasagallery,and in the rear of the aitar 
there is still carved woodwork surmounted 
by a figure of the Pope in relieve. This buiid- 
ing has outlived its day of usefulness, and it 
stands there a monument of the zeal of the 
body that founded it, whilst the people it was 
to aid in lifting up are, after more than three 
centuries, still votaries of the falsgods of 
their fathers.

. A Russian Crisis. 
From the New York Herald. 


Fears are expressed in Russia at the proba- 
bility of another severe commercial crisis 
similar to thatof 1873. The main cause is 
the remarkable drop in the price of corn 
which has resulted during the last few 
weeks from the abundance of the harvest in 
Western Europe and America. A little while 
ago merchants were readily buying up wheat 
atthe rate ofarubleand forty copecks (2.s 
10d.) the pood (thirty-six pounds), giving a 
quarter of that amount in cash as hard 
money to clench the bargain. Suddenly the 
dewand for corn from abroad ceased and the 
price dropped heavily, until a few days ago 
eglty-lve copecks, or Is. &d., per 
pood was being refused on the 
exchange of Russia.

until after they have been picked for some 
time, make very nice pies. Make a thin, 
rich crust—by rich I do not mean greasy: 
slice the pears, sprinkle sugar over thei, and 
putin afew small lumps of butter: add,’if 
you please, a very little cinnamon or mace. 
Bake with an upper crust. 

A plain baked Indian pudding, without 
fruit, is surprisingly improved by serving it 
with a rich sauce, and will seem to be any- 
thing but a common dish. Beat two ounces 
of sugar and one ounce of butter together till 
they are like cream; then beat one egg, and 
add when this is thoroughly mixed with the 
butter and sugar; stir in one ounce of brandy 
or of wine to suit your taste. 

Excellent tomato sauce, to serve with roast 
or fried meats, is made by stewing, say, 
three large tomatoes ina little beef stock: 


add a little pepper-sauce, a pinch of mace 
\andasmall onion, mapret fine, salt, anda 
‘very little sugar. This sauce may be 
strained, orif you take the precaution to re- 
move the skin from the tomatoes, it may be 
poured over the meat without straining. 


One of my neighbors is so successful in 
keeping lima beans for winter use that her 
«example may well be followed by others. 
When the beafis have done growing and’are 
ripe, she cuts the stalks off, and, leaving the 
beans in the pods, lays them awavin a cool, 
dry place, and keeps them without difficenul- 
tv. One who has never eaten 
have been kept thus cannot think how fresh 
and appetizing they taste in midwinter. 

One of the best ways to serve frésh pike 
is to wrap itin acloth and boil it, then serve 
it with anchovy sauce. 
says thataneasy and perfectiy satisfactory 
way to make this sauce is to meit a 
pint of butter (or enough butter to make a 
pint when melted) in this stir two or three 


grocery. Let the sauce boii for a few min- 
utes; add alittle lemon juice, and pour over 
the fish. If you like athick sauce, vou ca@ 
add flour, stirring it so there will be no lumps. 

A delicious stuffing for any fow], but espe- 
cially for the delicately-flavored chicken, or 
any of the small fowls, is made by taking 
about two dozen oysters: chop them vey fine 
and mix them with two cups of fine bread 
crumbs. or powdered crackers. A full ounce 
of butter is required. A tablespoonful of 


cion of cayenne pepper; mix these thorough- 
ly; that is half the secret of success in cook- 
ing, to have the ingredients which compose a 
dish so blended that it is impossible to teil 
precisely of what it is composed. ‘This stuff- 
ing should be moistencd with a little of the 
oyster liquor, and the beaten yolk of one egg.

AFTER EIGHT YEARS. 


A Stolen Watch Curiously Recov- 
ered by the Owner. 


- — 


How the Timepiece Was Sfolen and How It 
Was Identified, 


Yosterday’s Post-Dispatcn contained a 
paragraph to the effect that Detective Wil- 
liam Desmond had found an open face lady’s 
watch and a gold chain on a colored thief he 
had captured and that it was in Captain 
Watkins’ office awaiting an owner. This 
morning Mr. James Spore. an old resident of 
the city living at No, 1524 Park avenue, called 
at the Four Courts and identified the watch 
as belonging to his wife. In making the 
identification Spore related the story of the 
loss, which has very curious features connect- 
ed with it. Between seven and eight years 
ago he was living with his family at 
No. 2511 Second Carondelet avenue. 
One night his house was broken 
into by three men and literally ransacked of 
everything of value it contained, 
even including: two or three carpets 
on the floors, which the robbers tore up and 
carried away with them. The furniture and 
valuables were packed into a wagon which 
waited at the door and weré driven away. 
The family quietly slept throughout the 
whole proceedings with the exception of one 
of Mr. Spore’s daughters, who had been 
awakened, but who was afraid to raise an 
outery jst she be harmed by the robbers. 
The robbery was so bold and daring In its 
character that the Police Department thought 
of course that it-was the work of old and ex- 
perienced burglars, and as soon as notified of 
it went to work to ferret-it out on that basis. 
They were, however, at a loss as to the 
whereabouts of the men, there being nota 
single working clue for them to go on. A 
few days after the robbery of Spore’s house 
and those of several of his, neighbors in the 
immediate vieinity who had likewise been 
made the victhns of the same gang, a farmer 
living in the southern pers of the city 
complained to the police that he had a set of 
harness stolen from his stable. A detective 
was set to work on the case, and ina few 
days was successful in tracing up the theft. 
In looking over the premises he walked 
down a lane leading from tlie stable, and as 
he did sa he found a piece of the stolen har- 


‘ness lying in the road, quite a distance from 


the stable. Following the direction he had 
tuken, the detective came to the premises of 
three city gardeners or hucksters. Ata ven- 
ture the detective entered the house, and, sure 
correct, for 
floor lay the stolen harness, 
When Spore had been robbed he had left a 
list of the articlesstolen from him’ together 
Among other 
things taken had been a photograph of one of 
When the de- 
tective entered the huckster’s house, the first 
thing he saw after picking up the harness, 
was the identical stolen picture hanging up- 
on the shelf on top of the 
fire-place. Ile put it in his 
vocket, and taking it to Spore, it was identified 
bs that gentleman. A posse of police pro- 
vided with search warrants, made a descent 
upon the gardener’s premises, and there dis- 
covered most of the stolen property, not only 
of Spore but also that taken from his neigh- 
bors and others. It was found that outside 
of their legitimate business of huckstering 
the occupants of the house were «a regularly 
organized band of robbers and burglars 
doing business on ascale of considerable 
magnitude. Some of Spore’s things were 
not recovered; among those missing being a 
portion of his silverware and an open-face 
gold watch and gold chain belonging to ‘his 
The watch had been in the family for 
agreat number of years, and outside of its 
value was cherished as an heir-loom.

. Batch From tiie Court of Ap- 
Ween _Pancturing the Supreme Court. 


The Court of Appeals met this morning 
and handed down tha lightest batch of de- 
cisions that ever issued from that bench. The 
follawing were the only cases disposed of: 

In the matter of the Life As 
sociation of America, William H. 
Feagans, claimant; judgment affirmed 
no assignment of errors having been filed by 
the sppeliant and no statement or brief as 

uired by law. 
tate of Missouri vs, John Emory; crimi- 
nal appeal, conviction affirmed. 

City vs. Piersmeyer, judgment reversed 
and case disml , 

In the Emory case the defendant was_con- 
victed of robbery In the first degree, When 
the case was called the defendant’s counsel 
stated that he was not erg and asked for a 
continuance on account of the absence of a 
witness. Thecourt overruled the applica- 
tion and the trial was delayed until a 
subpeena was returned and _ the 
witness arrived. The court then ordcred the 
trial to proceed, without giving the defendant 
an opportunity for his counsel to consult 
with the witness, who was put upon the 
stand and examined by the State in rebuttal. 
He was not called by the defendant. The 
Court of Appeals sees nothing wrong in 
the  refusa of the court to al- 
low time for consultation. There is no 
rule which obliges the court fo delay or sus- 
pend atrial, Itis a matter resting in the 
sound discretion of the court, The Court of 
Appeals sees no ground for new trial 
in the second objection, a common 
complaint in criminal cases, al- 
leg misconduct of the Circuit At- 
torney. It was complained that fn his address 
to the jury hestated that the defendant had 
failed to place a certain witness on the stand 
because the defendant knew that he was 

uilty of the charge and he was afraid that 
1e would be condemned if he did. An objec- 
tion to these remarks was sustained by the 
trial court. The Court of Appeals finds no 
error in the court’s instructions to the jury. 
The only defense in the case was an 
alibi. Judge Thompson says: “We havea 
rule in this State, which so far as my readin 
has gone, exists in no other jurisdiction ; tha 
in the trial of a criminal case it is the duty of 
the court to give correct instructions cover- 
ing the whole law-arising on tite facts 
whether such instructions are asked 
or not. The universal rule in other 
jurisdictions is that mere non-direction {ts no 
ground of exception unless the court was 
asked to give an appropriate instruction at 
the time and refused to do so, It does not 
belong to us to question the wisdom and 
ropriety of a rule laid down by our 
Sanraeed Court, although no other court, 
so far as we know, has _ been able to see the 
wisdom and propriety of sucharule. The 
rule must be fairly administered, although it 
may multiply the chances of new trials, but 
itis not to be extended to such extravagant 
limits that the defendant in, a 
eriminal case should be « entitled 
to a new trial merely because 
the court, without being asked to do so, failed 
to amplify its instructions in some particular 
when the amplification would be substantial 
repetition. oallow counsel to sit by and 
listen to the charge of the court without ob- 
jection and then urge the failure of the court 
to give some specific instruction in some par- 
ticular as a ground for “new rial 
would be inconsistént with the candor and 
good faith which should characterize the 
conduct of counse! in all judicial proceedings, 
We make these observations as we have 
made them in other cases, and as other courts 
have made them repeated!, without any in- 
tention to impugn the good faith of the 
learned counsel in the case.” 

PRIVATE SCALE WEIGHING. 

. The Court of Appeals has reversed and 
dismissed the -city’s case against Charles 
Priesmgyer. He was convicted in the Court 
of Crinffmal Correction for violation of sec- 
tion 11, article 1, chapter 38, Revised Ordin- 
ances. This provides a_ fine upon 
conviction of any person 


or coal in any wagon, offering the same for 


had the coal or hay and the wagon weigh 
at some scale within the city limits, and hav- 
ing procured and paid for a certificate con- 
taining the gross, tare and net weights, the 
fee nid, the weigher’s neme, 
ete. The citv authorities established 
scales in different parts of the city and weigh- 
ers were appointed by the Mayor. ‘The ordi- 
nance above recognizes the existence of pub- 
lic seales belonging to private persons and 
“private scales.” Messrs. Leonard & Schu- 
richt were authorized to construct platform 
seales in the alley in block 75 for “their own 
use” only in front of the Saxony 
Mills. The defendant in this case 
had a contract to deliver coal from month to 
month at stated prices, the coal to be_ weigh- 
ed upon these private scales. ‘The Court of 
Appeals holds that in such a. case the 
terms of section eleven of the city ordinance 
do not apply. The ordinance was obviously 
intended to protect purehasers and con- 
sumers of hay and coal from 
the imposition of false weights, 
by requiring the same to be weighed upon 
scales publicly tested by a sworn officer. To 
this extent the Court of Appeals thinks the 
ordinance may be upheld. as a reasonable po- 
lice regulation, Butit does not extend so far 
as to require the weighing upon publie seales 
of coals delivered to a business establish- 
ment whese proprietors have been authorized 
to maintain scales of their own, and 
who choose to have it weighed on their own 
scales. It would be an unreasonable and 
vexatious restriction upon trade never in- 
tended by the Municipal Assembly. ‘There 
was no foundation whatever for this action,” 
says the Court of Appeals, “and we feel the 
more assured that our construction of the or- 
dinance is correct from the fact that we get 
no suggestion from the City Counselor in his 
brief weighing against it.’”’

Some of the Tribulations of a Campaign 
Speaker--A Splendid Country. 


Mrs. Virginia L. Minor has just returned 
from several weeks’ work on the suffrage 
stump in Nebraska, where Susan B. An- 
thony, Miss Phebe Couzins, Mrs. Elizabeth 
L. Saxon and others of the National Suffrage 
Association will remain to win friends for the 
amendment which is to be voted on November 
7, and which will decide whether the women 
of that State shall have political rights in the 
future. Mrs, Minor was asked her opinion 
this morning regarding the result of the suf- 
frage in Nebraska. 

“If woman’s enthusiasm can do it the 
amendment will be carried,” she replied. 
“At every meeting 1 attended the vote was 
almost always largely for suffrage, and some- 


times unanimous. All through the 
prairie country which I have 
Visited the women showed great 


interestin our cause, and it was an excep- 
tional case to find one who either did not un- 
derstand the meaning of ‘woman suffrage’ or 
who was not already in favor of it.”’ 

**To what county were you assigned ?”’ 

**Fillmore, and it is one of the finest in the 
State. I had my choice of remaining in Oma- 
ha or going out into the precincts. I chose 
the latter because | wanted to see the people 
in their homes and learn by personal ac- 
quaintance what they thought of vital sub- 
jects.

Still, there were 
enough people got together in some mvyste- 
rious way to make a speech from me nevessa- 
ry. lused to wonder where they all came 
from, as their homes are scattered about over 
so much terrftory. The entire State hasn’t a 
much greater population than St. Louis it- 
Self, I believe it’s about 450,000. You know, 
too, that it out-ranks every State in the 
Union for intelligence, based on the qualifi- 
cations of reading and writing. While I ad- 
mitthe general intelligence in Nebraska of 
both men and women, | think that gauging 
it by the ability merely to read and write is 
not a fair judgment, because some of the 
greatest fools lever knew could write a cop- 
per-plate hand and read with the finish of a 
trained elocutionist. The school-houses are 
a feature of Nebraska, as you may 
surmise, and are all built on the same 
vlan, comfortable and alwaysa mile and a 
half from the nearest house. One evening 
we ended a fourteen wiles drive through the 
rain by stopping at a farm house to which we 
had been assigned. The man at the place 
said they had received no notice of vur com- 
ing, but that we were welcome to remain 
over night. He added that he didn’t believe 
his wife approved of suffrage 
and anyway we would better not discuss the 
topic in her hearing. The school house at 
which I was to speak was the inevitable mile- 
and-a-half further on, and I am convinced 
that distances in that state have been meas- 
ured by rubber strings, for, as usual, it was a 
tiresome drive and we could not wait for sup- 
per. The building was propped up 
on underpinning to perinit some 
alterations in the foundation, and we had to 
actually crawl in. There was a dingy lamp 
which we lighted. Nobody else was there. 
After a while the neighbors began to arrive 
and there were about thirty in all present 
during the evening, including our host and 
his sons. Somebody had brought a lantern, 
which was hung up on a nail to help light 
ther building. It was equal to 


my hearers were negroes or white people, 
and even those nearest me looked like spec- 
tres in the prevailing gloom. It is an odd 
sensation to be talking to people who hear 
you and yet whose faces youcan not djstin- 
guish. However, I did the best possible 
under such peculiar circumstances, and was 
rewarded finally by a rousin vote 
in favor of the cause. Returning to the house 
we found a good supper awaiting us and the 
hostess very gracious. 
IN LEAVING THE NEXT MORNING 

I told her that as all women had not such 
kind husbands as her’s wasshe should assist 
in their enfranchisement, though she herself 
eared nothing for it, and I think from her 
manner she isa promising convert. In the 
towns I was impressed with the 
fact that the women who advo- 
cated temperance would have to accept 
the woman suffrage plank, if they ever ex- 
pected to make Prohibition a law. I had an- 
other experience in the country which I am 
likely to remember for some time. We reachi-

While fnsearch of information a Post- 
DisPATCH reporter witnessed a ludicrous 
scene indicative of-the Chinese laundryman’s 
character. When he reached Sam. Sing’s 

lace of business an irgn-molder was stand- 
ing in the middle of the room swearing like a 
trooper and = shaking his clenched 
fist under the nose of the 
fawning proprietor whose countenance 
was rippling with smiles which broke his ex- 
ressioniess frontispiece as rapidly as wave- 
ets on the surface of a disturbed goose-pond. 
Inthe background three other Chinamen 
were hopping about and diving into parcels 
in the sreskaet hurry. The Melican man’s 
language was far too expressive for repro-

duction here, but the gist of it was 
that he had given the Chinamen 
three shirts and he intended to get 


three shirts back, when he paid his bill, or he 
was going to have an amount of fun out of 
the discomposed Mongolian’s hide, commen- 
surate with the value of the missing garment 
After a moments’ delay, he was presented 
with a fine white, all linen shirt. 

Every attempt to obtain any information 
about the business from the Chinamen proved 
sadly futile. The precincts of the weash- 
house, Where the Melican clothes undergo the 
process of abiution and destruction simulta- 


neously, are as jealousiy guarded 
from the inquisitive intruder as 
if they coutained their joss, 


or some secret to be concealed from profane 
eyes, A visit was paid a laundry on South 
Seventeenth street, where the reporter was 
kindly shown the abluting process by the in- 
ventor of the most successful shirt-ironer 
vatented. The wash-house, located in the 
ee momma was first visited. A voice was 
scarcely audible here in the swashing noise. 
In two immense wooden cylinders, by the 
side of which the powerful machinery was 
located, 400 sheets were in the course of be- 
ing washed. By means of cletes and per- 
forators, and the reversible movements of 
the cylinder, the elothes were treated toa 
thorough washing, which was completed ina 
second cylinder. After this they 
were rinsed and put in a_ée wringer. 
This last named piece of machinery is far 
differeut from the little domestic wringer. It 
consists of a round tub, with wire screen 
sides suspended on a vertical iron axis. When 
filled with clothes itis made to revolve by 
means of the axis ata very rapid rate. This 
throws the water off ata tangent, and after 
ten minutes in this the clothes are taken out 
aimost dry and hung in a drying kiln in the 
second story. They are then run through 
self-feeding irons by a dozen young girls. by 
means of other machines a shirt, collar and 
pair of cuffs are ironed in a space of about a 
minute and a quarter. The style in which a 
hundred sheets and anequa! number of towels 
were disposed of would make the heart of a 
housewife sick. “These are the improve- 
ments made during the past twenty years,” 
said Mr. Bretell, ‘‘Laundrying has become 
quite a business’ and I suppose there are at 
present, in St. Louis, gpwards of 150 places 

occupied solely by laundries.” .

“Oh I can’t tell, but I think 
it was about "62 that the 
separation of the collar and cuff from the 


body of the shirt took place and this made a 
big change for the better in the business. 
Paper collars were net much worn until 
sometime after this date, though the same 
firm leads to-day that then led the business. 
In 1874 collars were washed for seventy-two 
cents perdozen. They now cost but twenty, 
ever sinca that date business has improved.” 

“What class of men are the best custo- 
mers of the laundry?” 

“I can’t define it by men of any one pro- 
fession or by any degree of standing in soci- 
ety. The bestcustomer the laundry has is 
the neat gentleman, His average is five or 
six shirts,collars and cuffs a week and uder- 
wear in proportion. The amount of shirts, 
collars and cuffs is no indica- 
tion to what a man’s wash amounts 


to, though. Now the _ fo or the 
man with the flashy diamond, who has five 
or six shirts and as many collars in wash 
during the week, does not change his suit of 
underwear In three weeks Ora month.
